The ILGWU is- 
certainly rich. No doubt 
about that. But what does it mean ‘to the mem- 
bers, who, after all, measure a union not by the 
size. of its treasury or its buildings, but, in the 
first place by the size of ‘the pay envelopes and 
the kind of working conditions they derive from it.” 


THAT WAS THE ” POINT President Ben 
Gold of the International Fur and Leather Work- 
ers made during thé Closing hours of that union's 
convention. He ‘referred to a table in the report 
of the ILGWU's officers to their convention, 
which shows hourly earnings of ladies garment 
workers as compared to earnings in other indus- 
tries. The averages like $1.37 in dresses; $1,94 
in cloaks; and the range of averages of 88 cents 
to $1.07 in the other divisions of the ILGWU, 
look good compared to the range of averages of 
77 cents to $1.34 an hour in the men’s clothing 
industries. But why, asked Gold, didn't the 
ILGWU also ee og its earnings to those in fur 
and leather? For the simple reason that an average 
of $3'an hour for furriers doesn’t look tee — 
$1.94 in cloaks. Nor does it look 
that even the leather workers pod arb ‘in ae 
last decade, earn higher wages than the veteran 
unionists in the dress locals. | 

But while the fur and leather union is not 
badly off financially for a union of 100,000, the 
union is not boasting of either financial assets or 
real estate holdings. It measures itself by the 
welfare of its members. And that’s what really 
needs emphasizing in the JLGWU convention,

AS HE EXPLAINED his union’s financial af- 
fairs, we also saw in Dubinsk op Be labor reflection 
of the attitude of the present-day rulers of Amer- 
ica to thé world.
